aa •• tho fat of awiae li'ter being incited 
and separated from ihc flcsh." Ttis, says 
the Clu'cago Ti'ioun^ ia generic, and is 
in contradistinction to 
L-illoxr. -.vhieh is 


"the suet or fat of ui:ii.i:ilg of the sheep 
or ox Innd separated frun: membranous 
and libroua matter by melting it down." 
Previous to the war of thu rebellion, 
when 
Cincinnati was the great pack- 


ing center of the United States and when 
the State of Ohio packed more iiogs than all 
the other States combined, the reudcring 
of lard was conducted :it the packing-houses 
in the same manner, but on a much larger 
scale, us was practiced by the country und 
village housewives of tho period. The leaf- 
lard nnd trimmings from tho hams and 
sides were cut up into pieces about the size 
of a \valnut and thrown into r. big iron ket- 
tle set in brick-work. Fire was applied, 
and aa aoon ns the fut began to melt a con- 
tinuous stirring became m.'ccssury to pre- 
vent tho boiling grease j'roin burning. Thoso 
who have lived in the country and seen tho 
farmer's wii'o frying out the lard s'.ripped 
at tho annual lio;r-;-il lirtr will remember the 
odor that attached to the operation. It re- 
mained in the house for several days. As 
soon as tho pieces of meat aJhering to tho 
lard wero cookeu erisu tho lard was pro- 
nounced "done." 
The lirt! was banked, 


and a« aoon as the "ci'ncklings" had sunk 
to tho bottom workmen armed with large 
scoops dipped the cooling lard into the bar- 
rels and Lierccs, in which it was afterwards 
shipped to consumers a: home and abroad. 


The operation ol' rendering by lire was 


not always :i successful OBC. 
Sometimes 


the lard was not "cooked " enough, and 
hence was liable to become.1 rancid in wanr. 
weather. More often it was overdone and 
scorched to a greater or leas degree. In 
cither event, there V.MS a los> to the packer. 
Hencu some other mode of roiulcring be- 
came desirable. Til- use of sioam r.t low 
pressure for imikmg sugar and cleaning 
sugar hogsheads V.MM wellkno'vn. The au- 
thor of UK* Jii'Kt, application 01' ALc;:ci to fry- 
ing out lard is noL known. However, tho 
process ca-r.o in vogue ia ISuS. Tho tanks 
of that period were made of wooil, and wcro 
of less than one-third of the capacity of tho 
iron tanks now in use. la the kettles noth- 
ing but tho loaf lard, the trimmings and tho 
bright pieces of fat carefully picked from 
tho intcstiuos were used. In the steam 
tank to tho three varieties mentioned wero 
added the heads after iliey had been cai-e- 
f ull}- scraped and washed. Sometimes the 
beads were rendered separately. Jt u-as tho 
time when lard oil was largely used for il- 
luminating purposes—petrolounk hail not 
then become thoroughly utilized and ivas 
much liigher in prico than now—and many 
of tho ohl-time packers well remember when 
lard made from pigs' heads sold for moro 
than primo leaf, because of its greater per- 
centage of oil. 


Oc its lirst production there was a preju- 


dice against the stcaui-rcudcring lard. Tho 
consumers us a rule kuc\v all about tho 
kettle-rendered article. Host of them had 
aeon the operation performed on a small 
scale, but the steamed variety they did not 
understand. Hence \vas the origin of "ket- 
tle-drying." 
After being cooked in tho 


tanks, tho lard was allowed to run into shal- 
low pans, say eight feet long and four feet 
wide, where it was allowed to simmer over 
a slow fire for a short time before being 
placed in the tierces, It was popularly, but 
erroneously, supposed that this simmering 
evaporated a considerable amount of water 
that liad lodged in tho lard during tlio 
steaming process. For many years after 
the war "kettle-dried" lard commanded a 
slight premium over tho stcain-rcudcrcd, 
but this in time disappeared, when the lat- 
ter became the standard article. 


Tho "gut lard"—that around the lower 


intestines—aud the tank bottoms wcro 
worked up and rendered into soap-grease, 
known in the trade as white, yellow and 
brown. The "white" .was the lightost-col- 
orcd and, of course, the best,. The r.amca 
of tho others explain themselves. At tho 
present time there arc known to the trade 
four varieties of lard: 


Kcttlc-rendercc1.," in which tho lard ia 


rendered by a. steam coil in a jacket, tho 
fitcam being at high pressure.

done with open steam in iron tanks, twelve 
feet long mnl six feet in diameter. 


"Keilned lard " is the nniclo over which 


there has been so much agitation in Con- 
gress. This is composed ot' from 15 to -5 
per cent. CT cotton-sect] oil, 10 per cent, of 
stcai'inc and IS to 75 per cent, of steam lard. 
The article intended for consumption in tho 
South or for export to Cuba, Central or 
South America contains a larger proportion 
of cotton-seed oil than that which ia used in 
the Northern latitudes. 


Pure leaf lard is the article as stripped 


from the slaughtcrcr'a hog, and is sold to 
the buttcrinc manufacturers, who separate 
tho mcmbran'js portion Jrom it and mako a 
neutral article, which enters largely into 
tho composition of bogus butter. The lirst 
two articles are the only onca known to tho 
Board of Trade and subject to its rules of in- 
spection. Tho head ot the department was 
actively engaged in the packing business 
in this city thirty years ago, and his i-cputa- 
tion aa an expert is not confined to this lo- 
cality. Hois equally well-known in Boston 
and ^c\v York. The " refined lard " is sold 
direct to tlio jobber and retailer, aad is not 
known on 'change. With the claims for its 
wholesomcness made by tho manufacturers 
tho readers are familiar, as it ia only re- 
cently that tho whole question was gone 
over bv committees of both houses of Cou- 
gresa. 


It has been charged that stoam-rcudcrcd 


lard is weighted with water. Tho chief 
provision inspector of the Board of Trade 
?ays that a teacup of water in ;i tierce of 
lard will turn it sour in a. short time. That 
thero is n trace of water in all commercial 
lard is an admitted fact, but it isain«ro 
trace. There is even less in the "relined" 
article, on account of the amalgamation oC 
the lard and stcarine with the cotton-seed
